__ INFLITENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACTTR. After showing a 1.7% decrease last week, the rete for these 
iseases increased 9,3 this week to 51.9. Last year the rate stood at the 82.5 level, The largest increases 
this week were reported by the %th and 13th Districts. The rate of 126.4 for the 6th District accounted 
mainly for the average increase this week as eight districts ere below the continental average. 


_ PNEWUMONIA-BRONCHO AND LOBAR. The current rete for these infections stands at 1.1, which is 59.3% lower 
hen the rate of 2,7 renorted for last week, and same as the rete in 19'5, The eight cases are spread 
hrouchout six of the districts with only the 5th District reporting more than a solitary case. 


_ PNSIMONIA, ATYPICAL, The rate for this week is 2.0, a 35.5% decrease, as compared to the rate of 3.1 for 
ast week, A year ago the rate was 2.3, Cases were reported from only the Uth, 5th and llth Districts. 


ae TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE, The admission rate for these diseases which has been decreasing 
ee: for the past five weeks increased 10.4% this week to 34.1 per 1,000. This is 1.6 per 1,000 higher than 32.5 


which was the comoarable rate in 1945, Crses were reported by all districts. The 6th District is low with 
rate of 10.5; the llth District is high with e rate of 61.6, . 


SCARLET FEVR, The rate for this disease is 0.7 as compared to 1.5 a week ago and 1.3 a year ago. Five 
ses were reported from four of the districts, only the 9th District reporting two cases. 


MEASLHS. The curve for this disease dronped a 9.1% this week to the 1.0 level. This is slightly higher 
n the rate of 9.7 for the corresponding week last year. Cases were reported by the 5th, 9th and leth Dis- 
cts. ;
